THE PEACE COURT QUANDARY

HE relationship of the Hague Tribinal,

in which the United States is officinlly
concerned, to the Permanent Court of In-
ternational Justiee in process of erection by
the League of Nations, to which the United
States is not a party, is illustrated by the
interesting invitation which has just been
issiied to: Elihu Root, John Nasseti Moore.
Judge George Gray and Oscar 8, Btraus,

These eminent Ameriean jurists, who are
duly qualified ns arbiteators in the ague
Court. have heen nsked by the vouneil of
the League to submit the names of four
persons, po more than two of whom shall
he Americans, as candidates for election ae
ludges of the new eourt under the League.
When the council and the nesembly of the
Leagne meet in SBeptember these bodies will
make the final choice of Judges, of whom
there nee to be fifteen, and of deputs Judges,
of whom there are to be six,

It is signifieant that in requesting the
wervicos of Mosses, Tloot, Moore, Greay and
Stvans the council has primarily recognized
tielr tenure of offices which have the save-
tion of the American Government,

The arbiteators of the Hogue Tribunal
are appointed for six years and they mny
be renominated. Judge Gray is the veternn
member. his assumption of office datigg from
140, Mr. Root has served sinece 1010,
Mr. Btraus since 1002 and Mr. Moore sines
1013, Changes of Administyation obviously
have not affected their fncumbencies, nor
hove their duties been regarded usually in
n light ather than respoctfal

Dlespite 1is failure to prevent the Warld
War. the Hagoe Tribunal lins been given
the eredit far exeellent intentions, and anti-
League opinlon in the United States has
favored such a strengthening of this rourt
ax will render it authoritative in settling the
most vital International problems.

But the original builders of the Hague
Tribunal scarcely contempiated the exist-
cocn of either a rival or p partner organize -
tion devised nlong similar lines. 1t i® in
this capnrity that the League's International
Court of Justice, in the framework of which
Elihn Root was ko netively concerned, now
nppears.  The elder court is, in n “ense,
requested to give the new one {ta start,
Nations which are members of the Lengue
are naturally ynembarrassed by this circum-
stanre,

The TUnired States, however, {s prosepted
with a problem of unusual complexity, Tt
may be argued that the fonr American arbi-
trators in the Hogue Court have no right
to participnte in the operations of a Lengue
whieh the United States lias rejected. On
the other hand, the conncil of the Teague
solicits their services as Individuals holding
affices to which they were aceredited by the
American Government,

One way out of the quandars, of course,
would be to dismiss Mr. Itoot, Mr, Straus.
Mr. Maore and Judge Gray if they Letray
an inclination to advise the League. The
ndoption of such drastic methods. however,
might be interpreted as discountenancing
the general principle of arbitration. in which
the country as a whdle maintains n warm
faith,

Shoulil the Teague persist in it< adher-
enee to the procedure outlined in Articls 1V
of its constitution, new American members
of the Haogue Tribunal wonld he sent invi-
tutions similar th those received by the pros-
ent officeliolders,  Should we withdraw from

Toward the close of his masterful life his
thonghts evidently tnrned to these problems.
